Aristide Briand returned from London 
yesterday to face within-an hour. of his 
arrival a Parliamentary .situation of 
such grave peril for his Government that 
the chances of ‘its surviving its first day 
before the Chamber seemed gone almost 
up to the tail-end of an all-night session.

Additional Space Needed. - 

As the transaction.involved a- trade 
whereby Mr. Winter gave the’ Astor 
property in part payment for the more 
valuable temple site, there were many 
difficulties to be overcome before agree- 
ment could be reached.

LONDON, Dec. 2.-In the House of 
Commons today the famoug ‘cadaver’ 
story was at last officially declared ‘to’ 
be a falsehood, It was denied ta the 
British Government by the German 
Chancellor, Dr. Luther, and Sir Austen 
Chamberlain on behalf of the British 
‘Government accepted the denial. 

The matter arose through a question 
by Arthur Henderson. Dr. Luther and 
Dr. Stresemann were occupying front 
seats in the Distinguished Strangers’ 
Gallery, following the proceedings of the 
House with considerable interest..’ When 
they understood’ the purport of the ques- 
tion they rose quietly and withdrew. 

_ Sir Austen Chamberlain, replying, 
said: 

“The Chancellor of Germany has au- 
thorized me to say, on the authorify of 
the German Government, that theré was 
never any foundation for the corpse 
factory story. On behalf of the British 
Government, I accept this denial, and 
trust this false report will not be again 
revived.”

Soviet Foreign Minister, next week, 
when ‘it is ‘recalled that the British 
Foreign Minister leaves London on Mon- 
day to attend the meeting of the League 
of Nations Council at Geneva, beginning 
Tuesday.

BERLIN, Dee. 2.—The overwhelming 
mass of the German people are jubilant 
over the signing of the Locarno treaties 
and the prospect of a general European 
rapprochement tending ultimately to- 
ward the creation of a United States of 
Europe engendered thereby. 

When Chancellor Luther and Foreign 
Minister Stresemann get back here from 
London on Friday \they will be hailed 
as triumphant liberators of the Father- 
land by a majority of the Reichstag, all 
the Republican’ faction and the bulk of 
the nation’s press. President von ‘Hin- 
denberg, figuratively at least, will pat 
fhem on the back, 

But “next re: these laurel-crowned 
Statesmen and the rest of the present 
rump Cabinet will present their resig- 
nations and a new Ministerial combina- 
tion will be painfully put together. How 
it will' be composed it is too early to 
foretell. Undoubtedly Dr. Luther will be 
reappointed to the Chancellorship .by 
President von Hindenburg on Saturday, 
but. whether he will be able to reorganize 
a Government capable of winning. the 
Reichstag’s support is open to consider- 
able doubt, since this entails approval by 
the Socialists, who like him at Locarno 
and London, but dislike him at home, 
The only safe predictigh about the new 
Ministry is that Dr. Stresemann will 
continue in his present post. He may 
become Chancellor, too. 

“The Cabinet’s retirement at the height 
of its high successf eareer is due 
wholly to its‘ desertion by the Nation- 
alists. Nationalist opposition to. Lo- 
earno is inno wise softened by the 
developments. in Downing Street. 

The probability of further conciliatory 
measures on the fes'. part in the 
Rhineland and Sarre Valley indicated 
thereby; Belgium's decision to reduce 
her occupation forces by. two-thirds; 
German participation on the basis of 
equality in a conference on air, matters 
‘starting in Paris’ on Friday; with the 
strong possibility of freeing the Reich's 
air traffic ‘and manuftcture from its 
present restrictions; acceleration of Co- 
loghe’'s evacuation, and rumors of a 
new international conference being held 
in February to arrange for. Germany’s 
entry into the League of Nations. and 
possibly to terminate for. good allied 
control over her armaments and shorten 
the occupational] periods in the Coblensz 
and Mayence zones—all. these pleasing 
prospects leave the Junkerists cold. 

German satisfaction over thé outcome 
of the London meeting, hawever, has 
apiked the Nationalist guns in one re- 
spect: they have abandoned their. tenta- 
tive scheme for obstructing the security 
program. by appealing to the Supreme 
Court to invalidate ratification~of the 
Locarno treaties on the ground that they 
amend the Constitution and therefore 


in the Reichstag. Count Westarp’s legal 
advisers pointed out that action of this 
kind would be tantamount to impeach- 
ing President von Hindenburg, since to 
describe the treaties ag illegal would Ve. 
to, accuse him of putting his signature 
to an illegal doctiment. 

The Nationalist. chieftains thereupon 
decided that. publicly assalling him 
whom they had acclaimed a few months 





ago as thelr venerated standard-bearer 
was too risky a proceeding, particularly 
since .the fruits of Locarng are not all 
harvested ag yet. 

It is indteated at Wilhelmstrasse that 
the task of presenting Germany’s appli- 
éation for membership in the League of 
Nations will be reserved for ‘the new 
Government and that, consequently, the 
application will not be laid before the 
League Council at its meeting next 
Monday. Nevertheless, the impression 
prevails that. Germany’s entry will be 
consummated not later than (March, 
through the medium of a special meeting 
of the Assembly.

Like Watching a Drama to Her. 


Through it all Mrs. Rhinelander gazed 
at the picturesatie elderly figure before 
her as if fascinated. Part of the time 
she sat with a finger between her lips, 
biting on-it slowly, or twisted her fin- 
gers in her lap and peered up from 
under the brim of her hat. Her mothér 
and father seemed more distraught. 
She had the attitude of one eee al 
estedly watching a drama. Her law- 
yer, Mr. Davis, sat between her and 
the jury box, occasionally leaning 
against it with his eyes closed as if 
glad of the’ opportunity to relax after 
the strain of the trial, but he was quick 
to interrupt, and there ‘were several 
Passages between him and Judge Mills 
in which the Judge did not emerge the 
oser. 

Three times, said Judge Mills, he had 
stood at the bax in defense of life, and 
with all of his experience he looked 
upon this case as one of life and death. 
He deprecated Mr.’ Davis’s compliments, 
but thanked him for his courtesy’ and 
‘paid his respects to Justice Joseph 
Morschauser and to the jury.

Can Never Live fogether. 


He spoke thankfully of the fact that 
there were no children of the marriage, 
and said that the couple could never 
live together again, and that Mrs, Jones 
would gain rather than lose by the an- 
nulment. 

“After that indecent exhibition in the 
jury room, she shed tears,”’ he con- 
tinued, referring to Mrs. Rhinelander, 
whom he never mentioned by that name.

ing their namés,’’ Judge Mills said. He 
recalled the incident of the ring which 
Rhinelander first gave to Grace and 
then gave to Alice. 
‘“‘Mrs, Jones knew that Grace had al- 
ready captured a white man,” Judge 
Mills went on, ‘‘Miller, whom she mar- 
ried later. She_ordered Grace to take 
off the ring and Alice said, ‘Give it to 
me,’ and Leonard put it on the elder 
sister’s finger.

This is the price reported to have been 
paid by the syndicate that recently 
bought the old Delmonico site on the 
northeast corner of Forty-fourth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. The Harriman Na- 
tional Bank, which occupies the south- 
east corner of Forty-fourth Street and 
Fifth Avenue in the same block with 
Temple Emanu-El, a few months ago 
paid close to this price a square foot 
for the old Spalding building. 

This site, which adjoins the temple 
property on the north, is now being im- 
proved with an addition to the Harri- 
man National Bank. 

The’ temple property is reported to 
have been held at close to $350 a square 
foot. The temple was completed in 1868 
at a cost of almost $600,000. Regrets 
have often be expressed by the Tem- 
ple officials that the builders of. the 
temple did not acquire the entire ave- 
nue frontage when offered them for 
$80,000. The offer also affected 220 feet 
on Forty-third and Forty-fourth Streets. 

Fear that the price was too high 
caused them to agk for a release from 
the first deal, and the matter was set- 
tled by the purchase of the Forty-third 


connect themselves with any of the ex- 
isting congregations already organized, 
for in their homes in Europe they had 
carried a broader view of the require- 
ments of their religion.

‘The Rev. Dr. Leo Merzbacher 
was engaged as rabbi and lecturer at a 
salary of $200 a year and G. M. Cohen 
as cantor at a salary of $200. 

Gradually the congregation grew and 
on Oct, 11, 1847, the directors proposed 
the purchase of a temple building at 56 
Christie Street, between Houston and 
what was then called Walker, now 
Canal Street. They saidina report that 
$15,000 was asked for the structure but 
that $13,000 would be an acceptable

Congregation Eighty Years Old. 


The history of the Congregation of 
Emanu-El dates back almost eighty | t 
years. In the early '40s of the last cen- 
tury there came to this country a nu- 
ber of Israelites from Germany : who 
seemed to Have been drawn together 
here by the liberal views they held con- 
cerning religious affairs. They did not

At a directors’ meeting, on 
Nov. 28; 1853, a committee from ‘the 
purchasing congregation was. received 
and it was agreed to appoint a joint 
committee to settle the matter. 

At a trustees’ meeting on Dec. 15, it 
was reported that an agreement had 
been made to take the building and that 
a church in Twelfth Street had been of- 
fered for $30,000 at an annual ground 
rent of $500 which was to be reduced 
subsequently to $400 at a thirteen years’ 
lease with a renewal of forty-two years. 
On. Feb. 2, 1854, the old building was 
transferred to Congregation Beth. Israel 
and the new one purchased for ‘em- 
ple Emanu-El. 

In 1860 it was found that the. building 
was not adapted to the growing wants 
of the congregation, but it was not until 
1865 that it was finally decided to pur- 
chase the building at Forty-third Street 
and Fifth Avenue. Leopold Eidlitz and 
Henry Fernbach were chosen as th 
architects, and on Sept. 11, 1868, the 
new temple was dedicated with impos- 
ing ceremonies,. On April 16, 1920, the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the congregation Emanu-El was 
celebrated. 


Astor Mansion Built in 1895. 


The history of the Astor mansion dates 
back to 1895, when it was built. It has 
been the scene of many functions famous 
in New York society. Mrs. William 
Astor, grandmother of Vincent Astor, 
held her first reception in the house in 
the early Winter of 1896, 

In 1910 the house was practically re- 
constructed by Carrere & Hastings, 
architects. As an exterior the building 
presented the appearance of one large 

mansion, and this effect was emphasized 
by the approach, the marquise and the 
grilled entrance. In reality, however, 
this structure housed two. residences 
separated by a party wall. One of these, 
that on the north, was occupied by Mrs. 
William -Astor, the other by Mr. Astor. 
The decision to make one house of the 
two was reached after Mrs. William 
Astor’s death. 

The mansion is architecturally a 
chateau of the time of Francis I, this 
style. having been in vogue here at the 
time the house was built. The changes 
made in the interior were radical. The 
dividing wall was torn out and the main 
staircase was set back to the rear of the 
building. The space thus gained on the 
first floor was converted into ‘a court 
or patio, surrounded ‘by arches. and 
columns. This court, which is, one. of- 
the: most beautiful features of the man- 
sion, is roofed with a glass dome sup- 
perted on a bronze grille. There are 
many other beautiful marbles and carv- 
ings in the building.

TWO KILLED IN AIR” CRASH. 


Marine Aviators’ Planes Are In Col- 
lision Over San Diego Bay.

His Version ef the Case.

-26, 1925,"the Highway Commission by

Maintenance Engineer shall require." 

The contract further contained this 
language: 

: ‘“‘Whenever so ordered by the State 
Maintenance Engineer, the asphalt 
shall be applied in two courses and 
in such event the first course shall 
be thoroughly broomed and’ cleaned 
before the application of the second 
course.”” . 

Under -this contract the road com- 
+ pany started to work. It will be re- 
membered that for four or five 
months, beginning on the first of May, 
the weather was dry and the most 
advantageous time to complete road 
construction was had. During this 
time the American Road Company put 
down the one course treatment on 
about 463 miles of road. 


Started Second Treatment. - 


Beginning as far back as August, 
the road company, in pursuance:of the 
orders of the Highway Commission, 
had begun to put down the second 
course treatment on different stretches 
of road and by the-first of October 
they had completed some twenty-five 
or rty-five miles of second course 
treatment. On Oct. 23 the Highway 
Commission sotified the American 
Road Company to begin the resurfac- 
ing work at its own expense.on ap- 
proximately 111 miles of road and the 
American Road: Company was begin- 
ning to perform its contract by put- 
ting down the second course treatment 
wher Mr. Moody ‘Tfiled.the suit and 
had the company enjoined from re- 
cetving further payments and 
the court to the contract.

Bees $000,000 Profit. 

Now let’s see what that Judgment Is 
and what became of the rights of the 
State. As shown by the records of 
the Highway Department the total 
work done by the American Road 
Company waa in round numbers §2,- 
100,000. Upon this amount there had 
been paid $1,789,000, leaving unpaid in 
round numbers $314,000. Now Mr. 
Moody’s judgment does provide that 
he shall recover for the State $600,000, 
but it is not $000,000 in cash by a 
long shot.’ It is only $286,000 in cash 
and the balance. of, $314,000 represents 
the amount unpald. 

Now Mr. Moody in his ‘suit claims 
that the American. Road Company 
only, paid out in cash for the work 
performed by them in round numbers 
$600,000. I feel sure that when the 
final audit is made it will be shown 
that the company paid out at least 
$700,000 on the first-course treatment, 
Ret to satisfy Mr. Moody’s friends we 

ill just agree that they only paid cut 
$600,000 for their work on the first- 
course treatment. If, then, you add to 
this amount his judgment of $600,000, 
it follgws, that the road: company’s 
work has cost them a total of $1,200,- 
000. Subtracting this amount from 
the total of $2,100,000 it leaves a net 
profit to the American Road Com- 
.pany of $900,000, and. by the terms of 
Mr. Moody’s judgment they henceforth 
go scot-free, discharged frém all 
further liability to the State, 


If the Highway Commission did 


make an unconscionable contract, then 
Mr. Moody and the court have: ap- 
proved the whole transaction, From 
this on they must bear that part of the 
blame, if any there be, but the facts. 
are that they must bear ft all for the 
reason that the State now, at its own 
expense, must perform the work left 


‘unfinished by the American Road 


Company and relieve them from all 
further lability by the decree of the 
court upon the plea of Mr. Moody. 

The question of what it will cost the 
State to lay the second-course treat- 
ment is, of course, uncertain, but as 
the work has’ to be done at once the 
cost in the Winter time will far exceed 
what it cost under the ideal weather 
conditions during the past Summer. 
This is self-evident,*and {tf the road 
gnly spent, a® Mr. Moody alleges, 
$600,000 in the Summer time to lay a 
one-course treatment, it will cost at 
least 50.per cent. more to do it in the 
Winter time. It will cost in all proba- 
bility $900,000 to put the asphalt top- 
ping on the 400 miles of road left only 
half done by the American Road Com- 
pany. 


Puts Loss at $1,800,000. 


Adding this $900,000 profit which the 
American Road Company made by 
being relieved of its obligation by Mr. 


Moody and the court, then the State 
has sustained a loss of $1,800,000 as a 
result of the gteat legal gymnastics 
of the youthful Attorney General. In 
any event, he has cost the State the 
profit made by the road company of 

,000 plus whatever it cost to lay 
jthe second course to complete the un- 
finished job of the American Road 
Company. 

On the other hand, if the American 
Road Company had been permitted to 
lay the second-course treatment, as 
it offered to do and was bound to do 
ainder the terms of contract, then 
the cost of laying. te second-course 
treatment would have’come out of the 
profits made, and in all probability 
would have absorbed most, ff not all, 
of the $900,000 which Mr. Moody’: per- 
mitted it to make, The profits in such 
event> would: have been then the 
amount of Mr, Moody’s judgment, only 
$600,000, and from this amount should 
have. béen deducted the profits of the 





lost by having to finish r 
.000 more, or 45 per cent. more. 

Let these enthusiasts of the youthful 
Attorney General analyze these figures 
to their heart's content, and they can- 
not deny or escape the fact that the 
State got the hot end of the poker as 
a result of Moody’s big suit against 
the Highway Commission.

“Did the MHohenzollerns have any 
money or property when they came into 
power 400 years ago? ere they so 
thrifty as to have $200,000,000?7 The only 
inclinations to save they ever showed 
was in taxes, from which they freed 
themselves,’’ thundered the Socialist ex- 
Changellor.

The details were brought to light when 
the gang’s leader, an American, whose 
identity is withheld for the time being, 
Was arrested and tried at Abu-Shehr, 
the Persian seaport, whence the opium 
was forwarded by shiploads, and fined 
$500 for violating the American law 
against Americans transporting opium 
without proper permits from the coun- 
tries of origin and destination. 

The opium syndicate buys the drug 
in. Persia, where the traffic is legal, 
charters a vessel, clears for Vladivos- 
tok and anchors at Shanghai. If the 
vessel is held ‘up en route; the papers 
show Vladivostok as the destination. 
When Shanghai is reached, the Chinese 
officials enter the scheme, sending a 
warship alongside the vessel and the 
cargo is transshipped and taken ashore, 
where it is stored in an arsenal until 
distributed. 

The shipments average 500 cases, 
weighing 160 pounds each, worth 
$1,000,000 wholesale. The Chinese dis- 
tributers pay cash at the arsenal for 
their consignments, enabling .the ring 
to clear enormous profits with prac- 
tically no risks. 

This opium business is said to be one 
reason why the Chinese war lords are 
continually fighting for the Shanghai 
arsenal. Investigations are now being 
conducted with a view to the arrest of 
all the operatives and the breaking up of 
the ring.

urt himself so he had for a time to 

ear a brace. At the age of 6, he fell 
out of a chair and cut his head. It! re- 
gee rite months for his injuries to 
t 8, he almost severed a finger 
when he got in the way of an ice man 
chopping ice; shortly after he broke his 
collar bone; at 10; he slipped on a ba- 
nana peei and injured his hip so severe- 
ly that he spent three years in a plaster 
cast; another injury was received when 
he fell on the ice while skating. Then 
he suffered a nervous breakdown from 
overwork as a bookkeeper and had to 
spend six weeks on -a _Penmsylvania 
farm to get his health back. Since his 
return, She said, he had been nervous 
and impulsive. 

Pirie’s mother, who is in a health re- 
sort in the Adirondacks, has net been 
informed of her son's trouble. 


Ready for Insanity Plea. 


District Attorney. McGeehan was 
asked whether there were any indica- 
tions that the defense would be in- 
sanity.

Stopped te Pick Up Pillow. 


Pirie left the house some time after 
the killing and that night went to a 
moving picture theatre with several girl 
friends. While he was away his sister 
Margaret, 16 years old, who had been 
visiting an aunt on Long Island, re- 
turned. It was late &t night, and ac- 
cording to the prosecutor, she would 
probably have gone to her own bed at 
once had she not Jooked into her 
brother’s room and seen a pillow on the 
floor. 

The sight of the pillow caused the girl 
to step into the room, and, leaning over 
to pick it up, to discover the body of 
Nye, which had been carefully con- 
cealed. - 

Pirie arrived near his home early 
Monday morning to find an ambulance 
in front of the house. Sensing that his 
plans to dispose of the body had been 
circumvented by his sister’s discovery, 
Mr. McGeehan said, Pirie fled, only to 
surrender late that night at the Alex- 
ander Avenue police station. 

“Pirie changed his previous story in 

another particular,’’ said Mr. McGee- 
han. “He now say$ that he did, not 
stand outside and wait until he was 
convinced that Nye was asleep befere 
he murdered him. He now says he 
looxed into the bedro0m-and saw that 
Nye was lying with -his:face away from 
the door, so‘he went in very quietly and 
struck him with the blunt end of the 
axe.’’ 
Mr. McGeehan went on to say that 
Pirie had .gone into further details of 
the alleged conversation: he had with 
Nye in which women friends had been 
‘| discussed and which, Pirie insisted, led

TEXT OF AIRREPORT — : 
BY MORROW BOARD 


Findings of Committee Appointed 
by President to Inquire Into 
Apiation. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. : 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Phe report of 

the President’s Aircraft Board, after 
quoting Mr. Ceolidge's letter to Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur and Secretary 
of War Davis announcing dis intention 
to appoint tt and the letter of appoint- 
ment ‘sent to each of the nine members, 
is im full as follows: 

We held our first meeting Thursday, 
Sept. 17, and organized by the election 
of Dwight W. Morrow as Chairman, 
Arthur C. Denison as Vice Chairman 
and William F. Durand as Secretary. 

Thereafter we held public hearings 
for four weeks, having before us in 
person ninety-nine witnesses, of whom 
more than half were actual flying men. 
We designedly gave the greater por- 
tion of the time to hearing those men 
who had actual air experience. This 
seemed desirable because there has 
been a widespread impression among 
fiying men that their point of view and 
professional opinions shave not been 


enough considered, that large matters 
of policy have been determined by men 
without flying experience. Through 
the hearty cooperation of the ar 
and Navy I-partments we were 
able to make c-ear to the flying men 
that the opinions desired of them were 
their personal opinions, whether or no ' 
those opinions coincided™ with the 
opinions of the departments . . 

In addition to the flying men, we 
haye heard from the Secretary of War, 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Post- 
master General and the Secretary of 
Commerce, as well as from their tech- 
nical advisers and the heads of their 
bureaus and departments. We have 
heard representatives of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronuatics. 
We have heard the Chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
of Representatives, We have heard 
the leaders of the aircraft industry. 

Further, we have had the advantage 
of the testimony heard by the Com- 
mittee on Mititary Affairs of the House 
of Representatives cM H.R. 10147 
known as the Curry and the testi- 
mony taken bf the Select Committee 
of the House of Representatives, Sixty- 
eighth Congress, known as the Lam- 
pert Committee, At the time of pre- 
paring this report his last-named com- 
mittee has not yet reported. Through 
the courtesy of the committee, how- 
ever, the printed record of its testi- 
mony has been made fully available to 
us. We have also had the opportunity 
of examining the testimony taken in 
various other hearings’ before congres- 
sional committees, and likewise the 
published reports of other governments 
upon their aircraft problems and -the 
‘numerous studies that have been made 
by private es in this and 
other countries. git 

We have: kept steadily in mind the 
mission which. you gave us. We are 

rimarily concerned ‘with ques- 
tions of army discipline. _These are 
problems wi which armies always 
have had to deal and always will 
have to deal. They must be uealt 
with through the ordinary channels. 
They do not fundamentally affect the 
problem upon which you have ask 
us to report. 


The Conflict in the Testimeny. 











The one thing that stands out clearly 
at the very outset of & cons{deration 
of the problem is the great conflict 
in the testimony. This conflict ex- 


tends not only to matters of opinion, 
where it is necessarily to be expected— 
indeed, where to some extent it is to 
be desired—but also to what seém to 
be differences in statement of fact. 
There are some real conflicts on ques- 
tions of fact. In most cases, however, 
the apparent differences in fact are 
merely different conclusions resulting 
from partial statements of fact. 

There is apparently a wide diver« 
gence of opinion as to the number of 
usable airplanes under the control of 
the United States a and navy; as 
to the number of airplanes in use 
other first-class powers; as to the ef-

Aviation Before the War.

Strides in Commercial Use. 

Both here and abroad, great, strides 
have been made in the commercial use 
of the airplane in the last four years.

There has beén no more inspiring 
chapter in American enterprise and 
courage than the establishment and 
conduct of the, United States air mail. 
As early as 1918 the Postoffice De- 
partment initiated the air mail with a 
route from New York to Washington. 
The saving in time was not sufficient 
to .justify the continuance of this 
route. Other short routes were tried 
and abandoned for the same reason. 
Since July -1,; 1924, the air mail has 
been operating a through service from 
New York t6 San Francisco, Since 
July 1, 1925, there has been in opera- 
tion an additional service by night be- 
tween.

There is now a lighted airway from 
New York ta Rock Springs, Wyo.

To the end that this Important <field 
should receive the.attention that it de- 
serves, we recommend that provision 
be made for a Bureau of Air Naviga- 
tion under an additional Assistant 
retary of Commerce.

Military Air Strength. 


Third—What should be the military 
air policy of the United States? 

Any consideration of the air policy of 
the Urited States, especially as re- 
gards the military air strength whith 
we should develop, with its influence 
on the national budget, should be based 
on a careful consideration of— 

1. The general milita olicy of the 
United ‘States slits’ 

2. The air strength of those foreign 
States whith, having in view our geo- 
graphical position, could menace our 
security. 

Our naval strength is now deter- 
mined by international agreement. So 
far as naval warfare is coficerned, the 
strengths of the afr arms of the naval 
forces of world powers will presurma- 
bly be in close relation t6 the naval 
strengths authoriged undér the conven- 
tion regarding the limitation of arma- 
ments,. Here our obvious general pol- 
foy should be to maintafh our naval 
aviation in due relation to. the fleet, 

Our national policy calls for the 
establishmert of the air strength of 
our army primarily as an agency of 
defense. tected, as the United 
Stated is, by broad oceans from pos- 
sible enemies, the evidence submitted 
in our, hearings gives complete ground 
for the conclusion that there is no 
present reason for .apprehension. of 
any invasion frétn overseas directly 
by way of the aif; nor, indeed, is 
there. any parent probability of 
such an In on in any future whith 
can be foreseen. . 

It furthermore. appears that in order 
to place any considerable enemy air 
force in a position for effective opera- 
tion against our cities, ground armies 
or military positions, it would be nec- 
essary to transport. such force by 
water-borne shipping-airplane car- 
riers and cargo ships—and establish 
a land base from which such opera- 
tions could be carried on. This could 
not be effected so lorig- ‘tas our fleet 
is undefeated on the sea. 

‘A careful study by the army and 
navy high commands of the factors 
entering into the question of the air 
stren ahould indicate the total 
strength needed in. order to insure 
the proper -measure of national 
security, While at the game time 
holding a consistent felation to our 
traditional policy of maintaining 
armed forces for defense rather than 
for aggression, and to the need of 
wise écohomy in all demands on the 
public purse. \ 

Due to. the special prominence which 
it has received through newspaper 
publicity and otherwise, it seems well 
to supplement the reference in the 
question regarding our 
danger from overseds attack by way 
of the air by some: mote specific dis- 
eussion of the following question; 


Ne Danger ef an. Air Attack. 


Fourth—Is the United States I, 
danger: by alr attack from any po-~ 
tential enemy of ménacinhg strength? 

Our afiswer to this question is No. 

This conclusion is based on the facts 
as they now are. No airplane capable 
of making a transocéanic flight to 
our country with a useful military 
load’ and of returning to safety is now 
in existence. Airplanes of special con+ 
struction and in special circumstances 
have made fion-8top flights over land 
of 2,520 atid 2,780 miles. Neither of 
the airplanes which made these flights 
carried any military load, Both flights 
were made under as, fearly ideal 
weather conditions ag possible, the 
purpose being. record-breaking per 
formances. The mere fact of the dis« 
tance covered in these flights is, there- 
fore, no criterion of @ ability of 
airplanes té make traneoceanic flights 
of equal distance under war condl- 
tions and with an effective military 


load,

Wilson’s and Lincoln’s Powers. 


During the war. period the President 
as the Commander-in-Chief of both 
services must act as the director of 
hational defense. President Lincoln 
in the Civil War and President Wilson 
in the World War had to assume such 
&@ position. Moreover, wnen the Presi- 
dent assumes such a position the neces- 
sity of linking the defensive agencies 


the army and the navy. The Council 
of National Defense, which. during the 
World ‘War was organized to co- 
ordinate our industries. and resources, 
included the Secretaries of War, 
Navy, Interior, Agriculture, .Com- 
merce, and Labor. 

There are thus swept into the actual 
department. of national defense, 
under the Président, many other’ or- 
ganizations Whose activities during 

ce time havé nothing ditectly to 
io with defensé. The memofy of tha 
Great War is so recent that we hafdly 
need call attention to the fact that 
railroads, coal. supply, agricultural ac-

Sixth—Should there tbe formed a

We further recommend that there be 
instituted a special aviation medal 
and ribbon for extraordinary heroism 
an either peace or. war. 

(7) We find that there is. a serious 
Bhortage of flying cadets and of Air 
Corps reserve officers. ‘We. recom- 
mend that suitable appropriations be 
requested in order. to provide proper 
training of reserve officers and in 
order to proyide necessary training 
planes and subsidiary flying fields for 
the use of the reserve. 

(8) We recommend a very consider- 
able increase ‘in the number of institu- 
tions where ground instruction is given 
to Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units in the fundamentals of military 
aeronautics. Further adequate provi- 
gion should be made at the Air Ser- 
vice training schools for annual Sum- 
mer training in flying, so that mem- 
bers of the Air Corps Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps may qualify as 
military aviators and be able to re- 
ceive their commissions in the same 
manner and at the same time as other 
members of the Reserve Officers’

(9) We recommend that a careful 
study be made of the desirability of 
fncreasing the use of enlisted men as 
pilots in the Air Corps.

We therefore 
do not recommend the full realization 
of the plan of‘the Lassiter Board, but 
rather, that the matter be made the 
subject of further study under com- 
petent authority.

The Navy. 

In a manner similar to that made 
use of in the instance of the army, 
We may conveniently consider naval 
aviation. under three headings: First, 
its strength and accomplishments; sec- 
ond, its condition™in respect of per- 
gzonnel and matériel and the criticisms 


thereof; third, recommendations for 
its improvement. ~ 
Naval aviation is not a separate 


. branch of the navy, as the Air Service 


is of the army. Its personnel 98and 
equipment are distributed throughout 
and form.an integral part of the fleet. 
It is administered through the Bureau 
of Aeronautics in the Navy Depart- 
ment, ‘which, in turn, is subject to. the 
general supervision of the Chief of 
Naval Operations in much the same 
,;manner that the Army Air Service 
is supervised by the General Staff. On 
matters of personnel it is subsidiary 
to the Bureau of Navigation.

We find the criticism of deficiency 
in’ provision for reserve training in 
aviation to be justified. 

Some apprehension has been.. ex- 
pressed that special flight pay might 
be withdrawn and that the special in- 
signia for officers qualified for avia- 
tion' might be discontinued. These 
matters are govered in our recommen- 
dations. ; 

There has been criticism of extrava- 
gance in naval expenditures on avia- 
tion. We do not find that this claim is 
established in any substantial degree. 
We find specific criticism of the con- ~ 
tinued operation of the naval aircraft 
factory. We believe that this factory 
should not be used on a, production 
basis in competition with ‘private in- 
poe but. goat Hy maintenance for

Another complaint is of insufficteht, 
officer personnel to provide for what 
are claimed to be reasonable plans for 
aviation expansion.’ One solution) of 
this difficulty would be a larger naval 
establishment, With the present lim- 
ited personnel, which is based on our 
national policy, the problem of the 
proper distribution of this personnel 
is. a difficult one. There Will nat- 
urally be dffferénces ‘of opinion: until 
modern navies equipped with aviation 
have been subjected~-to the supreme 
test. of actual warfare. We do, how- 
ever, consider that every effort should 
be made to provide adequate aviation 
personnel to develop the ar gente 
of this ney arm. Increased use of 
enlisted pil would greatly assist in 
solving this personnel problem and 
should render unnecessary the increase 
of the Naval Academy, 

It is thought by the technical staff 
officers who.have been responsible for 
the @evelopment of our efficient naval 
aviation matériel that the present or- 
ganization provides: no posts of au- 
thority commensurate with their’ re- 
sponsibilities; that the future prom- 
ises little but continuation in subordi- 
nate positions. We have been able to 
find no immediate specific remedy for 
this situation, but are of the opinion 
that the claims of these officers de- 
serve careful consideration by the 
Navy Department.

The permanent aircraft industry: is 

most important during the first and 
second stages and as a source of en- 

gineering development and _  super- 
visory talent at all times. For a few 
months, and they would be among the 
most important months of any war, it 
would“have to garry the full burden. 
of supplying equipment. After others 
had begun to take & share of that 
burden the industry would still have 
the responsibility forthe design of im- 
proved machines. The furniture man- 
‘ufacturer cannot be expected to start 
experimental work or to do anything 
more than build from complete sets 
of. drawings furnished to him. Any- 
thing that strengthens the industry as 
a whole, and especially anything: that 
conduces to ‘the strengthening of the 
design’and engineering departments, of 
the companies building aircraft, must 
be-considered as a contribution toward 
the national defense.. © 


Capacity of Manufacturers. 


There are certain obvious difficulties 
which preclude accurate appraisal of 
the capacities of the airplane indus- 
tries of the United States and of the 
principal powers. Even in respect of 
many of the airplane-manufacturing 
plants’ in the United States data as 
to existing capacity submitted to us 
were found unreliable, data as to 
potential capacity were even more 580, 
and corresponding data in respect of 
the aircraft industries of .the prin- 


cipal powers were in most.cases pure 
speculation. 

We have taken tmto consideration (1) 
data obtained by the Industrial War 
Plans Division of: the office of the 
Chief of Air Service, United States 
Army, as a result of the survey of 
the aircraft industry which was made 
during 1925 in conjunction with the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce; 
(2) the data submitted by individual 
companies of the industry in response 
to requests from‘us; (3) the data as 
to World War production of airplanes 
compiled in the office of thé Chief of 
Air Service; (4) the data obtained by 
personal ‘visits to various plants by 
.representatives of the’ Industrial War 
- Plans Division. ' 

Upon the basis of this data we esti- 
mate that the aircraft industry of the 
United States can be counted upon to 
contribute .to the air strength of. the 
United States during the first twelve 
months of a major emergency. calling 
for the mobilization of the entire in- 
dustrial resources and man. power of 
the country approximately 15,000 air- 
planes. This production would, of 
course, come in gradually, starting at 
a moderate figure and . increasing 
steadily throughout the year.. While 
the first year’s requirement of our 
military and naval services might not 
be met by this production (dependent 
upon the rapidity with which the other 
phases of our. military.and naval pro- 
grams go. forward), it is not apparent 
that any other power could make ap- 
preciably greater .progress toward 
meeting its. aggregate requirements 
within the first. twelve, months of a 
war. tg .

Souvarine Declares All Branches 


Except That in Russia Are

‘PARIS, Dec. 2.—Boris Souvarine, ‘an 
excommunicated member of the Com- 
munist Party in Russia, who writes for 
The Communist Bulletin, published in 
France, declares that international Com- 
munism is passing through.a character- 
istic phase of decline. 

“Since our check of October, 1923, in 
Germany,” says M. Souvarine, ‘‘all our 
parties except that in Russia—which 
should be studied apart—show a weak-} 
ening in numbers and what is \worse, a 
lowering of their-moral and intellectual 
level and a gradual lessening of their 
influence. 

“‘Must ‘we close our eyes to this great 
historic fact, pretend to ignore repeated 
setbacks and rapid decline and main- 
tain a pretense of optimism, leading 
\workers into thoughtless movements due 
to their ignorance of the true situation 
and the actual strength of social\ forces? 

“Our Bulgarian party, at first -deci- 
mated, is now-practically extinct." The 
same fate has overtaken the Eshonian 
party.

For nearly five hours Judge Thomas 
listened to testimony and argument on 
the. writ of habeas corpus served on 
Warden H. K. W. Scott on the con- 
demned man’s behalf and on his peti- 
tion that he be returned to the Federal 
Penitentiary at Aflanta to serve the re- 
mainder of his twenty-five-year sentence 
for the $2,400,000 Leonard Street mail 
robbery- in New Yor City before the 
State of Connecticut is allowed to hang 
him for the murder of Policeman James 
Skelly in. New Britain. 

State’s Attorney Hugh M. Alcorn was 
himself called to the witness stand by 
Frederick J. Groehl of New York City, 
Chapman’s chief counsel. There was a 
clash between the two lawyers when 
Mr. Groehl. said that the prisoner had 
merely been ‘‘loaned’’:to Connecticut so 
that he might be tried- for the killing 
of the policeman. 

“There. is nothing to that word 
‘loan,’”’ said Mr. Alcorn. ‘It is pure 
fiction. Connecticut was given jurisdic- 
tion to try Chapman for a violation of 
its laws. It was apparent, also, that At- 
lanta was not as secure as the Wethers- 
field Prison. Chapman had _ escaped 
and——”’ 

“I object to that,” interrupted Mr. 
Groehl. ‘‘You are injecting your personal 
opinions.”’ : 

“The State .of Connecticut has had 
jurisdiction,”” went on Mr. Alcorn, ‘‘from 
the time the Attorney General trans- 
ferred Chapman to this State.”’ 

‘“‘Are you stating that as a fact?’ 
asked Mr. Groehl with some asperity. 

“It is a fact.” 


Chapman’s Appearance Improved. 


Chapman, who looked less white and 
delicate than when he made his appear- 
ance at the proceedings Monday, walked 
almost nonchalantly to a chair in front 
of the bench when Mr. Groehl called 
him as a _ witness.

Judgment in Plagiarism Suit. 


The application. by counsel for Mme. 
Olga Petrova to set aside the verdict 
against her for $7, in the suit brought 
oberts for plagiar- 
ism of his play, ‘‘La Rubia,’’ was de- 
nied yesterday by Supreme Court Justice 
O'Malley. 

Former Federal Judge Rockwood, at- 
torney for Mme. Petrova, contended that 
Roberts, a former British naval officer, 
had. no common law copyright and 
could not maintain his suit here because 
the old, common law copyright had been 
made ‘ineffective through a statute 
passed in 1911. The court held that 
Roberts did have the common law copy- 
right and that the New York Supreme 
Court had jurisdiction, although he 
agreed that the British statute abro- 
gates. all common law copyrights and 
leaves British ‘subjects only the rights 
under the statute.

In this 
connection I should’ like to say that 
Europe is over-populated. We cannot 
feéd our*population. Europe’s prosperity 
came from the manufacture of natural 
products from other parts of the world? 


Sees a Crisis im Europe. 


“Personally, I have come to the con- 
clusion that there is a crisis. Industrial- 
ism has spread’ not only to the United 
States but to all the countries of the 
world. It is to be feared that Europe 
stands face to face with a new economic 
situation. They cannot find markets for 
their products as before the war. The

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~ REPORT OF THE AIRCRAFT BOARD. 


No one can read the full report of 
the President’s Aircraft Board without 
being impressed by the breadth as 
well as the patience of the inquiry be- 
hind it, and by the calm and judicial 
temper which pervades the whole. 
From the immense mass of testimony 
heard, the unanimous conclusions 
reached by the members of the board 
could have been derived only by the 
sinking of individual opinion in an 
earnest desire to arrive at the essen- 
tial facts. ‘Doubtless the report con- 
tains matter which will be the subject 
of controversy. But certainly its spirit 
and temper cannot be successfully at- 
tacked. It brings forward many sub- 
gects with a great deal of detail which 
‘will have to be carefully studied before 
a final judgment of it. can be framed. 
But the main findings and recommen- 
dations can be quickly ascertained. 

The board is against the much- 
debated separate and unified Air Ser- 
vice. For reasons which it gives, it 
favors continuing an aviation “orce 
each for the army and navy. Yet it 


has. duly considered many of the ob- 
jections to the present system and 
would provide certain remedies. It 
proposes the appointment of a new 
Assistant Secretary, both in the War 
Department and the Navy - Depart- 
ment, to have special charge of avia- 
tion. It would exalt the whole Air. 
Service in every way possible; and go 
far to meet the demands of the men 
in it for better recognition of rank, 
a surer flow of promotion and higher 
pay. ‘The board would have the law 
altered so as to provide that at least 
one member of the Genéral Staff of 
the army should be « flying officer. 

The board propounded to itself sev- 
eral guestiona, One of them was: 
“Is the United States in danger by 
* air attack from any poteritial enemy 
*‘of menacing strength?" The de- 
liberate answer given is, “ No.” This 
reply, along with the evidence on 
which it js based, should brush away 
much Joose talk that has been current. 
What the board has to say about civil 
aviation is of great weight and sug- 
gestiveness,* All told, it has furnished 
Congress and the country with ma- 
terial for clear thought and appro- 
priate action .such as we have not had 
before.

THE DOOR NOT CLOSED. 

It is evident that the anthracite 
operators were a little disquieted by 
the public reaction to their refusal 
even to confer and negotiate with the 
miners on the basis of Governor P1n- 
CHOT’s proposals. This naturally 
created the impression that the owners 
of the hard coal mines had ‘resolved to 
fight the strike through to-the bitter 
end without yielding a single point. 
But they now hasten to correct. this. 
Their spokesman declared in Philadel- 
phia that ‘‘ we have by no means 
“closed the door-to negotiations look- 
“ing toward the resumption of. min- 
“ing.” He added that ‘1e operators 
are anxious to bring abo; t : real and 
lasting peace in the anthracite indus- 
try, and said that “negotiations to 
that end cannot come too quickly.’’ 

This helps to.set the matter straight. 
Any other attitude on the part of: the 
operators would be a huge mistake 
even from the narrowest and most 
selfish point of view. With Such great 
property interests at hazard, and with: 
such vast social and political {esues 
hanging -wpon the outcome of the 
strike, it would be intolerable for 
either side of the controversy to 
slam the door in the faee of the 


other. The possibilities of bargain- 


ing and of a peaceful settlement 
are not exhausted. It is clear that 
President Lewis of the United Mine 
Workers is under heavy pressure from 
the men who now want to go back to 
work, and also from many other people 
in the anthracite region whose liveli- 


hood depends upon the resumption of 
mining. It is needless to dwell again 


on the large stake of the operators 
themselves or on the crying urgency of 
the public need. No dours must be 
closed through which an escape might 
be made, 

By agreeing to confer again neither 
owners nor miners commit themselves 
to anything except an earnest desire to 
find a way to start up the mining of 
hard coal. In these days anybody can 
confer with anybody without loss of 
dignity or credit.. If either party to a 
conference is absolutély unreasonable, 
that fact can be brought out and’by so 
much can help form public opinion. In 
close argument with the mine workers 
the anthracite operators can.get their 
case before the public better than they 
can by separate statements or adver- 
tising. By all means let’ the door .of 
negotiation be kept open.

RAILWAY EARNINGS. 

For three years running the rail- 
ways have made net profits of a 
billion dollars, equaling the single 
precedent of the peak of the war in- 
flation.~ False prosperity of the rail- 
ways has been turned into real. The 


net operating income of $27,661,000 


has been enlarged to $1,138,000,000, 


rates; .Nor have the railway profits 
come out of the pockets of railway 
workers. For nearly four years rail- 
way pay has been practically station- 
ary at an average of $1,616.% Mean- 
while there are many demands for a 
decrease of railway rates, although 
railway taxes are rising. 

Since wages have been maintained 
and profits have not been squandered 
in dividends, where did the’ billion 
earned by the railways corfie from? 
There is no mystery about it. 
railways earned tHeir ticrease by 
work and thrift. They were able to 
move #0 immense a traffic by ‘increas- 
ing their investment in facilities 
by $4,962,000,000 since 1915. Billions 
more are needed. For the ‘ast few 
months the railways have earned a 
fraction of 1 per cent. over the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's allow- 
ance of 5% per cent. on the valuation 
of their property. “But the railways 
have no surplus; the valuation is be- 
low thelr property investment, and the 
courts’ rate to public ytilities is 8 per. 
cent. Railway capital éarns less than 
other capital because the larger the 
tonnage the lower the earning ofi the 
unit of traffic. Since 1922 the receipts 
per.ton mile have fallen by one-tenth 
of a Cent, signifying a penalty to the 
railways of $263,000,000 for their 
eftislaney; The profit in the billion

NATIONAL GUARD GRIEVANCES. 
After four years of service as chief 
of the Militia Bureau of the War De- 
partment, Major Gen.’ Grorcs C. 
RIcKaRDs recom. nends in his’ last’ re- 
port that control of the bureau. be 
taken from the General Staff and vest- 
ed in an Assistant Secretary of War to 
be appointed by the President. This 
would involve amendment of. the Na- 
tional Defense act approved June 4, 
1920. It was supposed to be as satis- 
factory as constructive army legisla- 
tion could be made. It provided that 
all “ policies and regulations affecting 
“the organization, distribution and 
“training of the National Guard and 
“the Organized Reserves * * * shall 
“-be prepared by committees of appro- 
“ priate branches and divisions of the 


|“ War Department General Staff.’’ 


Plans ,for supplying, equipping and 
training troops were to be made by 
the General Staff. General RrcKarps, 
a National Guard officer as the Na- 
tional Defense act requires the head of 
the Militia Bureau to be, wants to 
have the General Staff relieved of the 
duties which it now performs with 
respect to the Guard. The reason he 
gives is that the progress of that or- 
ganization has been hindered by “ the 
“tendency of the War Department 
“General Staff to.take over certain 
“ administrative functions of the chief 
“of the Militia Bureau.’’ It might be. 
difficult to show by the National De- 
fense act exactly what ‘the functtens 
of the head cf the Militia Bureau are. 
It is natural that the General Staff, 
when in doubt, assumes authority. 
Evidently. General Rickarps. thinks 
that there has been interference with 
his prerogative, for he says in his 
report: 

I am convinced ‘that sound business 
principles and the best interests of 
national defense will be served when 
the chief of the Militia Bureau shall 
have his duties fully defined by regu- 
lations, if not by law, and be per- 
mitted to exercise them, 

On one point General Rickarps is 
most emphatic: the National Guard 
should have a separate appropriation, 
to be used as the chief of the bureau’ 
directs. In’ March of this year he de- 
clared at a conference of the Adjutant 
Generals of the States that the devel- 
opment of the organization had been 
hampered by inadequate appropria- 


tions. Drills have been reduced for 


want of funds to the detriment of ef- 
fectiveness and morale. There was no 
desire, it may be assumed, to cripple 
the Guard, The War Department has 


been short of money for many needs 
since the National Defense act became 
a law. . When the National Guard 
was appealing to the President for 
drill money in~March, an appropria- 
tion for the purpose being in doubt, 
he was told that the organization 
might decline m numbers if the money 
was “held up.’’ In this case’ the 
General Staff. was in no:-way responsi- 
ble, but the incident had its signifi- 
cance, There cannot be a capable 
Guard without training, and training 
costs money. 

It is the belief of General RicKarps 
that if he had been permitted to ad- 
minister the affairs of the Militia Bu- 
reau, including the handling of- a 
separate appropriation, a strength-of 
190,000 for the Guard could have been 
reached and maintained in 1925. He 
charges that ‘‘ restrictions ’’ by ‘* the 
higher authorities '’ prevented the use 
of funds appropriated for ‘‘ specific 
purposes,” with the result that there 
was ‘‘a considerable unused bal- 
ance.” That this was a gri¢vance is 
shown by. the fact that the Guard 
aviation equipment had to be neglect- 
ed. Much of it is “obsoletc and un- 
suitable.”

At a meeting of citizens on Tuesday, 
under. the auspices of the Tenement 
House Committee of the Charity Or- 
ganization Society and Housing Com- 
mittee of, the Brooklyn Bureau of 


ing the Chairman of the meeting to 
submit to the Mayor-elect and the 
other members of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionmerit a petition for 
special revenue bonds in the amount 
of $160,000 in order to enable the 
Tenement House Department to func- 
tion properly at the earliest possible 
moment. It has suffered neglect. Its 
personnel and equipment are both in- 
adequate for the proper enforcement 
of the Tenement House law. It is: 
desired that part of the amount be 
used to make obstinate owners comply 
with orders, the department making 
the necessary repairs and the cost of 
these becoming a lien—a procedure for 
which there is precederit in the Health 
Department and for which there is 
authority in the Tenement House law, 
but no appropriatio's. 

What is imperaxively and at once 
needed is an increase in the operat- 
ing force, besides certgin equipment, 
so that adequate inspection can be 
made and our poorer people saved 
from conditions that lead to debility 
and disease, While the city budget has 
grown 400 per cent. in the last quarter 
hof a century, the appropriation for 
the Tenement House Commission has 
actually decreased in the last fifteen

increas of. 20 per cerit., which is 
needed in view of the fact that seven- 
eighths of the work of the depart- 
ment is sanitary police work; that 
only about 20 per cent. of fhe old 
buildings which were in existence in 
1901. when the commission’ was 
established have been demolished, 
whereas the other 80 per cent: are 
twenty-five years older; and -that 
during the period of, acute hous- 
ing shortage “‘ many buildings were} 
“foisted upon the public as tene- 
‘*ment houses which do not comply 
“with even moderate ‘housing stand- 
“ards.”’ It is admitted that many 
tenement houses, and among them 
the worst, have: not been inspected 
for several years, during which time 
they have been ‘sinking into further 
dilapidation. The department ‘Las 
not been able to cope with its task 
largely because of lack of an ade- 
quate force. The Commissioner has 
publicly stated that to. enforce the 
law waquld require twice the present 
forée. An increase of only 20 per 
cent, is suggested because ‘the de- 
partment is so constituted that it 
cannot immediately Absorb a larger 
number, New inspectors cannot be 
selected and trained ; short of several 
months, : - 

“We cannot wait for the appoint- 
ment and report of such a housing 
commission as the Mayor-elect in his 
intelligent statement concerning the 
housing problem made aifring the 
campaign. The findings of such a 
commission should be of great value. 
But meanwhile the tenement house 
dwellers should be protected under 
present conditions. The Winter is 
coming on and prompt action is nec- 
essary. The Board of Estimate has. 
ignored the request of the present 
Commissioner for the needed appro- 
priation. The department is obviously 
in need of some one of force to fight 
for it—and so for the home comfort 
anl safety of a great tenement popu- 
lation.

REVALUING FOOTBALL. 

Protest against “ over-emphasis ’’ 
upon football, ancient and often un- 
reasonable as the malady itself, has 
taken g new\turn which may well 
prove decisive. For now it is the un 
dergraduate who leads our way—The 
Harvard Crimson and The Yale News 
concurring. What should bea sport has 
become an ardtous grind, endured by 
most of the players only because col- 
lege loyalty demands the sacrifice—as 


no less a luminary of the gridiron than 
G&orGE OwEN declared of late in The 


Independent. What. should be a 
strictly collegiate function has become 
a gigantic public spectacle, raising the 
young gentlemen engaged in it to the 
notoriety of gladiators and matadors. 
What should be strictly amateur in 
spirit has taken on strange aspects of 
professionalism: the season's gate re- 
ceipts are welcomed as financing less 
Sensational sports, sometimes even 
squash courts and swimming pools; 
and victory. is sought as raising the 
college in prestige and in numbers, as 
swelling the flow of benefaction from 
opulent but qtherwise uneducational 
graduates. \ 

. The remedies. proposed editorially by 
the Harvard and Yale dailies strike 
at the root of the evil. The varsity’ 
football season is to be shortened. In- 
stead of beginning’ with the Fall term 
or before it and continuing under a 
squad of coaches through daily prac- 
tice games and weekly intervarsity 
matches, it is to be preceded by a 
“ class championship '’ series. Train- 
ing with the class team for contests of 
genuine sport will serve at once to 
put old varsity players im condition 
and to develop new material. Only 
when the class championship has >en 
decided will the yarsity squad as- 
semble. During the weeks remaining 
there will be a few intervarsity con- 
tests in preparation for the all-impor- 
tant final match; but these will be so 
arranged that all idea of a “ regional 
championship ’’ will be eliminated. 
Neither Harvard nor Yale, Dartmouth’ 
nor Brown, Amherst nor Williams, will 
be known as‘the premier team of New 
England. .This, it is hoped, will alien- 
ate the non collegiate “sport’’ and 
indeed the “ old grad,’’ thereby less- 
ening. exaggerated publicity. Bowl 
and stadium will be more sparsely oc- 
cupied but also more sportsmanlike. 
The system, in brief, fs that long in 
vogue at the English universities, the 
“championship’’ »f our four class 
teams taking the place of the.“ inter- 
collegiate ’’ series among the twenty- 
odd colleges of Oxford or Cambridge. 

It all looks well on paper—on the 
paper of college dailies it looks espe- 
cially well. Yet even so it is possible 
that we are reckoning without our 
host. For better or for worse there 
is, in point of fact, something more 
to American college’ football than the 
enjoyment of sportsmanship. Under- 
graduates really believe that to be 
strong and manly—and successful— 
in. athletics reflects credit. on their 
alma mater, and that the credit of 


« their alma mater is” somehow’ worth 


while. As nowhere else in modern 
life, they learn obedience, discipline, 
fortitude, Among the “ moral sub- 
stitutes for war '’ demanded by Wit-

EVACUATION DAYS IN EUROPE, 
Simultaneously with the signing of 
the Locarno agreements in London the 
Allies began‘their withdrawal from the 
northern zone of occupation along the 
Rhine. The British are departing from. 
the ‘main’ position at Cologne, the 
French out of Bonn, the Belgians out 
of Crefeld.. Moving day at. Cologne,. 
according to our Berlin correspondent, 
was ushered in without the slightest 
attempt at the formal parade which 
marked the French retirement. from 
the Ruhr; though there,’ too, after 
the first symbolic demonstration, the 
French forces went out quietly, en- 
training by early dawn at the wayside 
stations. , 
The British are leaving in a manner 
that-is almost “ furtive,” and in con- 
sonance with the British aversion for 
fuss, except at the inauguration of 
Lord Mayors and similar portentous 
occasions. The Cologne garrison ad- 
vertised fits. pack of foxhounds for sale 
some -time ago. The large tin pie- 
basins which the British denominate 
bathtubs have presumably been packed 
up. The last 4 o’clock tea has been 
sipped. Eight thousand British troops 
are moving from the Rhine, taking 
with them, according to one report, 
300 German’ wives who have estab- 
lished the right of permanent occupa- 
tion over as many British Tommies. 
The full authority of the German Gov- 
ernment is re-established over :2,500,- 
000 Germans. Thus the first chapter 
has been written in the revision of the 
story which began seven years ago 
with the retirement of LUDENDORF?r’s 
army beyond the Rhine and the allied 
advance to the bridgeheads. 
In the writing of that chapter there 
has been a delay of something like a 


year and a half. The Treaty of Ver- 


sailles provided for the evacuation of 
the northernmost zone of occupation 
five years after the treaty came into 
force. The French’ advance into the 
Ruhr accounts for the postponement. 
In compensation there is now good 
reason to expect that the second and 
third chapters, the evacuation of Co- 
blenz and Maimz, may be concluded 
earlier than the ten and fifteen years 
provided in the treaty. Article 431 
of the treaty declares: “ If before the 
**expiration of the. period of fifteen 
*“years Germany complies with all the 
‘* undertakings resulting from. the 


“‘ present treaty, the occupying forces 
“will. be .withdrawn immediately.” 


|German. compliance with respect to 


disarmament is virtually complete, and 
the entire problem of security, as en- 
visaged in the treaty, has been ren- 
dered obsolete by Locarno, Germany’s 
reparation debts cannot be paid. within 


the period of fifteen years. But even 
here the entire time aspect has been 
changed by the Dawes plan. To the 
shortening of the periods of occupation 
at Coblenz and Mainz the German 
Government's diplomatic efforts ‘are 
now being directed with apparently 
good chances of success. For the 
Process of military evacuation has 
been speeded up by a moral evacuation 
on both sides, by the withdrawal of 
Allies and Germans from the areas 
long occupied by fears, resentments 
and suspicions, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


There have been 
*“tmovies’ for more 
than a quarter of a 
century, but they 
have been looked at 
rather askance by the people with brows 
really high and treated with something 
of disdain, real or pretended, as pro- 
viding. primitive amusement for the 
masses. Possibly the disrespectful name 
given to them in this country has had 
something to do with keeping. them in 
low esteem. If.we had used the more 
stately word ‘‘cinema,”” and sometimes 
lengthened it out to ‘‘cinematograph,” 
the status of ‘‘the pictures’’ might have 
been different. 

But at last, at least in London, the 
[camera has gained access to the very 
highest circle. .The signing of the Lo-

Work of the Institute. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: ; 

At a recent lecture Dr. A A. Roback |: 
of Harvard made the extremely sugges 
tive statement that one could always 
say that “the normal person is neurotic.” 
If that statement ‘is trie, then indeed 
we are facing an extremely darigerous: 
outlook but vaguely perceived by the 


‘general public, . 


The evidence of everyday experience 
gives much support to Dr. Roback’s 
alarming views, Crime is unquestionably 
on the increase, and while it is becoming 
on the one hand more brutal, it is be- 
coming, on the other hand, more difficult 
of detection. The-insanity plea is being 
advanced to an increasing extent in 
what are known as borderland cases 
typified by the recent Noel conviction 
in New. Jersey. 

Obviously there is need of more effec- 
tive treatment in the early stages of 
neurosis, and New York City is fortu- 
nate in having the Neurological Insti: 
tute, which meets a heavy demand 
largely from a population not in a posi- 
tion to meet the requirement of proper 
care. That institute on a number of 
occasions has demonstrated its great 
value to the community, while ita special 
clinics are not only growing in popu- 
larity but extending their activities in 
many important directions. 

The institute is poorly housed and 


ppoorly equipped to meet the demands 


made upon it. It is urgently in need of 
better support, which should be forth- 
coming ona liberal scale to assure the 
continuity and increasing efficiency of 
this’ indispensable aid to the welfare of 
the city. 

The foregoing observations are sug- 
gested at the present time by the effort 
to arouse the interest: of the general 
public in this institute by an interna- 
tional hockey match at the New Madison 
Square Garden on Dec, 15. On this oc- 
casion the Canagian Hockey Club of 
Montreal, champions of 1925, will play 
the New York-Hockey Club, but in addi- 
tion there will be a skating exhibition, 
The net proceeds will be given to the 
Neurological Institute, located at 149 
East’ Forty-second Street. Among the 
patronesses of the affair are Mrs, Vin- 
cent Astor, Mrs. Robert mn, Mrs. 
James Burch, Miss Mabel Choate and 
many others prominent in the city’s 
philanthropic activities, 

T quote the following statement from 
the report of the Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which is to the effect 
that “we are deeply concerned with the 
inadequate facilities for the work which 
we are.now doing and the greater ser- 


growth of the institute there is, we feel, 
a growing appreciation by the public 
that the study and treatment of nervous 
and mental diseases, is the most impor- 
tant public. health probiem of our day. 
With a-full realization of that fact, we 
believe that the public will not fail to 
supply the plant with greater equipment 
to meet that problem.” 

In my studies of the crime situation 
the‘seriousness of the present situation 
has been brought home to many with 
crushing force. Our educational system 
is unquestionably producing a less stable 
type, aided enormously. by an extremely 
complex environment highly suggestive 
of mental excitement to the point 6f a 
break-down. Early and adequate treat- 
ment offers at the present time the only 
solution of preventing many cases from 
develpping, into a serious condition. ‘The 
reports of the institute provide a wealth 
of evidence that it is serving a ‘most 
useful purpose. It is, therefore, hoped 
that there will be a city-wide interest in 
the forthcoming event, suggestive, how- 
ever, of the greater need of an adequate 
endowment which will enable the insti- 
tute to meet the increasing demands 
which are made upon it to the entire 
satisfaction of all 6 rei

TRIAL FOR FIVE AS SLAYERS 


Court Accepts Prosecution’s Opinion 
That Only Kidnapping, and Not 
Murder, Wes rtended.

the Fascist, newspaper Rome. 

These three men, all very high up in 
Fascist circles, were accused of being 
instigators of the Matteotti murder. The

therefore, they could n_ be held respon- 
sible for the Deputy’s death.”

This, in the Court's: opinion, suggests 
rothing so serioug as murder was con- 
templated, 

Third, the evideincs* leaves’ no doubt 
that Matteotti was murdered in _ the 
motor car-a considerable: distance from 
the place where he was kidnapped. If 
murder: had been intended, states the 
it would have been easier to 
shoot him down in the street or kill him 
as soon as he entered ‘the car, instead 
of allowing him to attract numerous: 
peoples’ attention by his shéuting and 
struggling as the car speeded away. 

Fourth, if murder had been premedi- 
tated adequate preparations would have 
been.made for -d g of the body 
and the motor éar.~ Instead, all the evi- 
dence before the Court proved conclu- 
sively that the murderers , traveled 
through the country for several hours 
obviously at a loss to know how to dis- 
pose of the body, which finally was 
buried by a.roadside near Rome in a 
shallow .improvised trench. The motor 
car on the return to Rome was hidden 
in four’ different places before being 
abandoned-fn a garage. 

Fifth, a strong chain some five yards 
in length was found in Dumini’s posses- 
sion.

[TWO OTHER ATTEMPTS FAIL

Sir Oliver Lodge Declares It Should 
Be Regarded as a Method 
of Creation.

It was a mistake, he said, to oppose} 
evolution to creation.

OTHER PROPOSALS FAVORED 


Yale Meanwhile Adheres to Next 
Year’s Announcéd Schedule 
Despite Reform Move. 


. Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCBTON, N. J., Dec, 2.—Prince- 
ton undergraduate opinion, as mirrored 
in The Daily Princetonian, does not find 
the Harvard plan to reduce the football 
season to three games desirable. Many 
features of the géneral change in foot- 
‘ball policy advocated in The Crimson, 
however, are praised in an editorial to 
appear in.tomorrow’s issue. Excerpts 
from the editerial follow: 

“The suggestion that. Spring football 


commence.on the opening date of college 
is ofcourse dependent -upon: the ar-. 
rangement ‘of the schedule in accord- 
ance with-the rest of the plan. The 
proposal ooncerning the organization of 
class teams we heartily @ndorse and 
urge that greater attention be paid to 
this branch of the sport next year’ at 
Princeton, supplementing the fine start 
made this Fall. 

“All tlfe other principles upon which 
football will be organized at Cambridge 
if the dreams of The Crimson come true 
are subordinate ‘to the primary premise 
that the schedule be shortened to three 
intercollegiate games. 

Cali Three-Game Plan Visionary. 

"We do not think that the season can 
be so shortened. In the first place we 
cannot forget that class football teams 
as well.as a number of non-self-support- 
ing sports, such as crew and tennis, 
are dependent upon the gate receipts of 
football for their presence in the. ath- 
letic program.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2 (7).—After the most 
extraordinary display of billiards ever 
witnesSed, young Jake Schaefer lost the 
world’s championship at 18.2 balkline 
dilliards to Edouprd Horemans, the Bel- 
gien champion, 1,500 to 1,495 here to- 
night. Schaefer took the lead with a 
world’s record run of 432, but fell down 
in his next inning ‘and the little Belgian 
dethroned him by a run of seventy-four. 

Horemans made his total in thirty- 
three innings, for a grand average of 
45 15-43, while Schaefer had a_grand 
average of 46 13-32. 

From the start of tonights’ play 
‘Horemans appeared to be an easy w.nh- 
ner. He took the first block, 500 to 301, 
and won, the second block by reaching 
1,000 while Schaefer was bringing his 
total to 913. = 

In his first three turns at the table 
tonight he scored 100, 135 and 80, while 
Schaefer appeared sadly off stroke and 
upset by. last night’s and_ today’s 

* events, and in four turns at the table 
counted only 82 points. 

It wag not until the cighth inning that 
Schaefer could get going. Until that 
moment it appeared that it was but a 
matter of time until another world’s 
championship would leave the United 
States. Finding the balls closely grouped, 
Schaefer proved himself the master of 
every billiard shot while he set a rec- 
ord of 482 for a world’s championship 
match. 


Misses Hard Bank Shot. 


A shot that he apparently expected to 
make, a long bank from the red ball at 
the side rail to the white ball at the end 
rail, stopped him after he had made the 


high run. The shot that coat him the 

title wa’ an open table line-up, the same

J. Herbert Levis of Chicago again 
was referee, despite Schaefer’s objection 
to him. Levis -ruled against Schaefer 
on a shot last night that permitted 
Horemans to complete the second block 
of 500 with a run of 131. It was that 
run Horemans completed tonight with 
100, giving him a run of 231. 

Schaefer continued play with Levis 
only upon agreement that the loser 
could challenge inside of thirty days.

TITLE HAS BEEN HELD 
HERE EVER SINCE 1906 


Horemans Earns Distinction of Be- 
ing First Foreigner in 19 Years 
to Carry Crown Back to Europe.’ 


For the first time since 1906. the 
world’s 18.2 balkline championship has 
left the United States and it remained 
for Edouard Horemans, former Euro- 
pean champion and present holder of the 
Belgian crown, to carry it batk to Eu- 
rope. .The first 18.2 balkline tournament 
of France was held in Paris in 1902 with 
four French stars competing, and it re- 
sulted in a triple tie. The first world's 
18.2 tourney was held in Paris in 1903 
with Cure and Vignaux representing 
France, and Sutton and Slosson the 
United States. It resulted in a triple 
tie among Sitton, Vignaux and Cure, 
but the French courts ruled in favor of 
Vignaux. In the first challenge match, 
played beaween Sutton and Vignaux in 
Paris in 1904, Vignaux won by 500 
to 496. 

The second international tournament 
was held in New York in 1906 with efx 
American and one French player com- 
peting. Slosson was the winner, Sutton 
amd old Jake Schaefer tied for second, 
Willie Hoppe was fourth, Cure fifth, 
Cutler sixth and Morningstar sevenah. 
Then followed a series of challenge 
matches, two tournaments in 1909, and 
it was not until May 26, 1910, that 
Hoppe won the title, beating Harry 
Cline of Philadelphia. Hoppe held ths 
title continuously until November, 
1922, when he lost to Young Jake 
Schaefer. The title then alternated be- 


tween Hoppe and Schaefer until Hore- 
mans broke up the monopoly. 

Edouard Horemans was born in Ant- 
werp, Belgium, thirty-six years ago. He 
spent most of his time until’ he reached 
the age of 15 years in school and in a 
factory. He played his first game of bil- 
Yards in a public parlor when he was 
15, and after a few months he dis- 
played. such uncanny skill that he at 
tracted the attention of one of the Ant- 
werp semi-professionals, who took him 
in charge. 

Horemans was well known throughout 
Europe from 1914 to 1919, but it was 
not until 1920 that his. fame spread to 
America. He was credited with many 
remarkable performances abroad, in- 
cluding numerous runs of better than 

He won the European :18.2 balkline 
championship in 1919, and in December 
red 1920 he made his first visit to Amer- 
ca. 

Early in the Spring of 1921 Horemans 
lost his first important match, one of 
4,800 points, to Yaung Jake Schaefer, 
at Daly’s Academy, but he forced Schae- 
fer to run 436 and average close to fifty 
to win. He lost is next match to 
Schaefer, this time forcing the American 
*o average 57, a record. A short time 
later Horenfans beat Morningstar at 
San Diego, 2,400 to 2,366, making an un- 
finished run of 461. 

Horemans engaged in his first world’s 
title tournament in November of 1921 in 
Chicago, where he finished in a tie for 
fifth with Morningstar, having a grand 
average of 27 In the 1922 world’s 
championship he tied with Conti for 
"third money, having a high run of 244 
and a grand average of.29. In the 1923 
title tournament he finished in a tie 
for fourth, having a high run of 241 
and a grand average of 25. Horemans 
lost his first challenge match to Hoppe 
in the Spring of 1924. Then last Feb- 
ruary he finished -second in the world’s 
championship, qualifying to meet Schae- 
fer in the first challenge match in which 
he won his first world’s crown. In the 
1925 tournament; Horemans made a high 
run of 247 and turned in a grand aver- 
age of 45. 

The new champion also is_ credited 
with a high run of 806, another of 734, 
and a few others above the 600 mark. 
He shoots left handed, and is recognized 
as a master of the centre table nurse 
and the massé.

MOSCOW, Dec. 2.—With Bogoljubow, 
the leader, disengaged today, both Df. 
Lasker and Capablanca gained slightly 
upon him by winning their games in 
the seventeenth round of the interna- 
tional chess masters’ tournament. 
Nevertheless, the Russian champion re- 
tains an advantage of two full points, 
which, it is generally conceded, it will 
be very difficult for his rivals to reduce 
during the remaining four rounds. 

Dr. Lasker, who is the only one with 
any chance of overtaking Bogoljubow, 
won his game from Spielmann of Aus- 
tria, after winning a pawn in an Eng- 
lish opening which wernt to forty-five 
moves. 

Capablanca was successful in winning 
@ piece from Subarew of Russia in a 
queen’s gambit, the latter resigning 
after forty-six moves. 

For the time being, the world cham- 
pion stands a little higher than Carlos 
Torre of New York, who could do no 
better than draw his game with Rabino- 
witsch of Russia, an evenly contested 
queen’s pawn opening, which lasted 
forty-five moves.. However, the Cuban 
has played one more. game than the 
Mexican. 

Marshall, United States champion, was 
held to a draw by Yates of England. 
The American resorted to the French 
defense.and, after 38 moves, a perpetual 
check brought the game to an end, Mar- 
shall was tied for fifth place by Roman- 
owsky of Russia, who drew an even 
queen’s gambit declined with Dr. Tarta- 
koWer of Austria in 31 moves. 

Reti of Czechoslovakia made an ap- 
preciable gain by ‘defeating Genewsky 
of Russia in the shortest game of the 
round after 23 moves. Reti again adopt- 
ed Alekhine’s defense and obtained the 
upper hand by means of a brilliant com- 
bination. _Gotthilf of Russia outwitted 
Saemisch of Germany in a queen’s pawn 
opening, gained a pawn and forced the 
resignation of his opponent after 35 
moves. 

Brilliant play on the part of Rubin- 
stein of Poland disposed of Chotimirsky 
of. Russia in a queen’s pawn opening in 
41 moves. A drawn game, also at the 
queen’s pawn opening, was registered 
between Gruenfeld of Austria and Loe- 
wenfisch of Russia in 28 moves. Boga- 
tyrtschuk, Russia, and Werlinsky, Rus- 
sia, adjourned after 53 moves, the latter 
having played the Sicilian defense.

C. W. Austin Urges “Fleet of 
Floating Bridges” to Clear 
Terminals in the Winter. 


SEES TRADE HANDICAPPED 


Thinks “Move Would “Make Busi- 
ness” for State—Munson Before 
Commerce Body Today. 


A fleet of ‘‘floating bridges,” é6r super- 
lighters, to ferry loaded cars of grain 
here in Winter would “make business” 
for the State’s $2,000,000 grain elevator 
on Gowanus Bay and would retain for 
this port heavy grain cargoes during 
the ice ‘season now being diverted to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, Charles W. 
Austin, State Superintendent of Canal 
Terminals, told the Barge Canal Survey 
Commission yesterday. 

Mr. Austin testified at a hearing held 
at the State Chamber of Commerce, 65 
Liberty Street, that a heavy movement 
of grain here had heen started by the 
canal barges. In Winter, however, the 
Barge Canal wag ice-locked, he said, 
and grain shippers had to send their 
export grain to other ports, or else trust 
to shipment by rail. Fr t terminal 
facilities here had not proved satisfac- 
tory, he said, because of congestion in 
Winter time. 

Charles M. Potter, itraffic manager of 
the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Com- 

pany plant at Mechanicsville, N. Y., tes- 
tified that the mills had saved $30,000 
this year by sending their product by 
canal barges instead of by rail. A sim- 
lar saving of Y Was reported by 
the Niagara Spray Company of Middle- 
port, N. Y. 

State Senator Leonard W. H. Gibbs, 
Chairman of the Barge Canal Survey 
Commission, announced fhat it would 
call a conference in January of Barge 
Canal operators, State officials and ma- 
rine insurance men to discuss elimina- 
tion of hazards on the canal. 

Frank C. Munson, President of the 
Munson Steamship Company, which re- 
cently acquired control of the New York 
Canal and Great Lakes Corporation, 
will be the principal witness before the 
commission today. 


EXTOLSELECTRICAL ENGINES 


Withington Tells Yale, However, 
Railroads Need More Money. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, Dec. 2.—Great expan- 
@.0n in electrical operation of railroads 
hinges upon financial stabilization of 
the raitroad systeyhs, according to Sid- 
ney Withington,’ electrical engineer of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, who spoke at Yale today in 
the series of addresses on electrical 
transportation at the Dunham Labora- 
tory of Engineering of the Sheffield 
Scientific School. He said: 

“The limitations of the steam locomo- 
tive can be overcome only by increased 
efficiency, and any increased efficiency 
means much more complicated machin- 
ery. This cannot be circumvented by 
enlarging the locomotive, for the engine 
must have clearances, and track con- 
struction limits its weight. The Diesel 
engine does not seem to give much aid 
in solving the heavy traction problem. 

“Electrification in many instances 





will be the. solution of railroad prob-; 


lems, The fuel saying through this 
method of transportation may be as 
much -as 50 per cent. In addition, the 
electric locomotive can be maintained 
for between one-half and one-third as 
much as a steam locomotive of the same 
capacity. Other advantages are numer- 
ous, such as Increased reliability, in- 
creased capacity of track and the sav- 
ing of labor in handling trains. 

“It should not be forgotten, however, 
that an electric locomotive costs two or 
three times as much as a steam locomo-

Putnam contended that he had been 
Prevented from reaching the sale in 
time by the breaking down of his auto. 
The terms of the sale required a pay- 
ment, of 10 per cent. of the total of the 
purchase at the time of the bid on the 
foreclosure. The Court decided that 
Putnam had not complied with this con- 
dition by having a certified check pre- 
pared to make good on his bid.

Most of the orders the mills have 
received have. been of the sample piece 
variety, so that, with any degree of early 
buying by retailers, the mills should 
notice an immédiate reaction. Owing to 
the nature of the Spring season, which 
is long drawn out, the probabilities, 
however, are that the cutters-up will 
continue to buy only as they need 
fabrics.

Notions continue active sellers with 
the wholesale trade, according to the 
current market letter of the National 
Wholesale Dry Goods Association, prepa- 
rations for the Christmas season swell- 
ing the demand.

Boxed sets are de- 
scribed as selling to a greater extent 
than ever before.

While trading was not par- 
ticularly active, a fairly steady volume 
of transactions were put. through, 
according to E. Gerli & Co., Inc. Dur- 
ing this month, the firm adds, the mar- 
ket tendency for Spring is likely. to be 
decided and the~low point for the next 
three or four months may be reached.

The Canton and 
Shanghai markets are quiet and conces- 
sions are obtainable.

IRON AND STEEL OUTPUT 
SHOWS FURTHER GAINS 


Favorable Sales and Opening of 
More Furnaces Reported in 
Trade Reviews. 


Further gains in the daily production 
of iron and steel are reported by the 
journals of the trade in their reviews, 
issued today. The Iron Age says: ; 

“Pig iron statistics for November, 
gathered by wire on Dec. 1, show fur- 
ther gain in the daily production rate, 
and in the final week of the month steel 
works in the Youngstown and Pittsburgh 
districts stepped up to a scale of opera- 
tions that brought the average for the 
industry above 85 per cent. 

‘From steel company sales depart- 
ments reports are equally, favorable, 
new orders and specifications being’ still 
in excess of shipments. Producers in 
the Chicago district found it the most 
active week of the year with the excep- 
tion of early January. 

*‘December opens with daily pig iron 
production. 6 per cent. greater thari on 
Nov. 1. The steel companies started up 
a good many blast furnaces in the past 
week, as they became more convinced of 


the substantial chhracter of the recent 
demand and of the good prospect’ for 
steel consumption in the early weeks of 
1926.”’ 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

**November proved to be another month 
of heavy bookings in steel and has added 
both in tonnage and strength to the 
position of the mills. In some finished 
lines the incoming tonnage totaled the 
largest of the year, exceeding both Oc- 
tober and January, the previous ranking 
months. Generally, unfilled. tonnage 
with producers has been increased as 
he result of the month’s market, de- 
spite the material expansion of ship- 
ments. 

“Present activity in the industry is 
considered assured through January and 
probably well through the first quarter. 
Steel production is moving ahead at high 
speed, with some companies running 
close to the highest rate of tonnage in 
their history.”

PROPOSES COMMERCIAL 
ARBITRATION FOR CUBA 


Dr. Pedro Kohly Tells of Plans to 
Adopt Facilities Like Those 
of This State. 


Plans for the establishment throughout 
Cuba of commercial arbitration facilities 
along the lines provided under New 
York State and Federal statutes were 
described’ by Dr. Pedro Pablo Kohly, 
President of the National Federation of 
Economic Corporgtions of Cuba, at a 
luncheon at the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State of New York yesterday by 
the Arbitration Foundation, Inc.. The 
luncheon was attended by thirty-seven 
members, each representing a large 
business organization. 

Dr. Kohly is making a first-hand 
study of the system developed here for 
settling by arbitration the controversies 
which arise in business. He asserted 
that Cuba was rapidly becoming a com- 
mercial and. mercantile country rather 


than one devoted to agriculture, and in 
need of arbitration facilities, with such 
adaptations as the special conditions and 


legal framework of the country might |! 


require. 

‘“‘We: are fortunate in having the sup- 
port of President Machado in carrying 
out this important reform in. our laws,"’ 
said Dr. Kohly. ‘‘General Machado has 
had long experience as a business man 
and merchant.’’ 

W. J. L. Banham, President of the 
New York Board of. Trade and Trans- 
portation, a speaker at the luncheon, 
urged that for psychological reasons 
arbitration sessions should be held in 
the afternoon, since it was usually very 
hard to get men to agree in the morning. 
He favored the elimination of lawyers 
from commercial disputes and the use 
of conmimon sense, and said he approved 
of a policy of ‘‘more arbitration, less 
litigation and less legislation.’’ : 

M. Mosessohn, who paid a tribute to 
Charles L. Bernheimer of the State 
Chamber of Commerce as the ‘‘father 
of commercial arbitration,’’ said that 
although a tawyer himself Me favored 
eliminating lawyers from business con- 
troyersies.

TRIED TO GET LOANS 
TO AID ST. PAUL ROAD 


Director Tells of Vain Attempt to 
Meet Debts Before the 
Recewership. 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 4¥).—Examina- 
tion of H. EB. Byram, former President 
and now receiver of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad, was tem- 
porarily suspended after further ques- 
tioning at today’s session of the Inter- 
state Commerce Comniission inquiry 
into the road’s financial plight.» * 

H. L. Ekern, Attorney; General of Wis- 
consin and counsel for bondholders, 
asked and received permission to delay 
Byram 
until further: hearings are held later at 
Chicago, and-E. L. Fisher, a director of 
the road, thén gave details of the efforts 
that were made ito keep the road out of 
receivership in spite of poor earnings 
and maturity of its bonded debt. Other 
officials of. the line will be called to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Fisher told of vain attempts by 
the road's directors: to ‘obtain new loans 
to meet maturing débts during the pe- 
riod before the receivership. Every ef- 
fort, he declared, had. been' made _ to 
manage the. road economically during 
recent years when its difficulties become 
serious. 

The contention of Mr. Byram that Pan- 
ama. Canal competition’ had been a large 
factor in the failure of the St.Paul was 
sharply challenged by Commissioner 
Campbell.

Rains Delay Husking. 


“Rains about the mjddle of the week 
caused some ‘furthér delay in corn ‘husk- 
ing in parts of the Ohfo Valley, while 
conditions for gathering the crop were 
generally unfavorable in Iowa, where 
corn js again spoiling in crib. Husking 
is well along, However in most parts of 
the Delt, and the weather was favorable 
for drying out the crop and for cribbing 
throughout the great plains area. 

“In. the western portion of the Winter 
wheat belt this crap is generally in very 
good condition; but is small for the.sea- 
son in Kansas and Nebraska, and some 
is yet to be planted in Oklahoma. In the 
Ohio Valley early seeded ‘wheat is still in 
excellent: condition, and that planted 
later is coming up a good stand. In 
Iilinolg a little more wae sown during 
the past week, but in Missouri the crop 
is in, only fair condition, and is making 
slow growth. In the Southeast wheat is 
generally doing well. 

‘During the week ended Nov. 80 bet- 
ter weather for wheat prevailed in the 
northern Argentine grain district. That 
Was a reaction to cooler weather, -wit 
the temperatures averaging three de- 
grees below normal, and rainfall was 
much lighter than .previously, averaging 
for the week 0.8 of an inch, or 0.2 be- 
low normal. In the South moderately 
cool and mostly fair: weather continued, 
the temperature averaging 4 degrees 
below normal and thé rainfall 0.2 of an 
inch, ‘or 0.4 of an inch below normal.
